There were temperatures of 100 
degrees or hotter as far north as 
Montana and North juakota, and 
south to Louisiana and Alabama.

Governor's Veto of 


Fourteen Items. 


INCREASED LEVY 


APPEARS LIKELY 


Ruling Makes Available 


Sum of $495,500 For 


State Institutions. 


Gov, Arthur Weaver's action in 


vetoing and reducing certain items 
in the general appropriation bill 
passed by the 1929 legislature was 
reversed by the Supreme court in an 
opinion handed down Thursday 
morning. The decision will make 
available $495,500 principally for 
construction of new buildings and 
repairs at a number of state in- 
stitutions. 


As a result of this ruling the state 
board of equalization wilP have to 
make provision for this additional 
amount in making up its 1930 bud- 
get and tax levy. According to esti- 
mates made by Tax Commissioner 
Hasry Scott, the board will probably 
have to add about .15 of a mill to 
the levy. It has been expected that 
this year's levy would be in the 
neighborhood of 220 mills. Provi- 
sion for the additional appropria- 
tions will probably boost the state 
levy to 2.35 mills as compared with 
240 mill for 1929. 
The items vetoed and reduced by 
the governor represented amounts 
authorized by the legislature above 
the recommendations made by Gov- 
ernor. His action m reducing and 
eliminating them was challenged in 
a suit in which Winfield Elmen, 
Lincoln 
attorney, 
appeared 
as 
plaintiff in the role of a taxpayer 
in order to get a court ruling on the 
issue. The university entered the

In an effort to conserve the city's 


water supply, motorcycle policemen 
were to be instructed today to ar- 
rest, beginning Thursday evening 
all residents of the city found run- 
ning water on their lawns from 
hose without nozzles. Arrests also 
will be made where water is found 
running into the street gutters. An- 
nouncement that the law regard- 
ing violations of the water ordi- 
nances are to be enforced, was made 
by Commissioner Schroeder Thurs- 
day morning following a conference 
with L. M.-Troup, H. K. Burket, 
and J. E. Miller, members of the 
water department advisory board. 
Constantly increasing demands 
on the supoly during the last two 
weeks because of hot weather, have 
begun to tell, Mr. Schroeder de- 
clared. The water levels in the wells 
at the A street pumping station 
and also at Van Dorn street, are 
the lowest ever known. At the for- 
mer place the level has dropped 
from 98 feet below the ground sur- 
'face to -106 feet, and at Van Dcrn 
there has been a similar drop. 
At the present rate of usage, Mr. 
Schroeder said, "we can fight the 
situation 
no longer than 
next 
Monday. If the heat does not de- 
crease, and people continue to use' 
water as they do now it will be 
necessary to restrict, the use of 
water to drinking and cooking pur- 
poses only." If the pumps should 
fail the restrictions will have to be 
put into effect sooner.

STILLS SEIZED 


Treasury Reports Work 


In Last Fiscal Year 


Of Enforcement. 


WASHINGTON. July 10 — </P) — 


Prohibition .enforcement during the 
last fiscal year of its operation un- 
<der the treasury resulted in the ar- 
rest of 68,186 persons and seizure 
of K373 stills. 
The arrests showed an increase of 


approximately 2,000 over the 1929 
fiscal year and of approximately 
7,000 in the number of stills seized. 
The figures included the number of 
arrests and seizures for eleven 
months of the year and estimated 
arrests and seizures for June. 
These statistics were prepared by 


the old prohibition bureau which 
operated under Prohibition Com- 
missioner Doran until the depart- 
ment of justice took over prohibi- 
tion enforcement on July 1. They 
showed that about 1,320,000 gallons 
of spirits and 8,000,000 gallons of 
malt liquor had been seized. In ad- 
dition agents of the bureau seized 
8,778 automobiles. 
During the year the majority of 
stills were captured In the southern 
states. About 50 per cent had a ca- 
pacity of^ess than 100 gallons daily 
•while 5 per cent had a capacity of 
500 gallons a day. Of the total, the 
figures showed only about 2 per 
cent were found to be operating on 
denatured alcohol. Th'e others used 
corn, corn meal, corn sugar, mo- 
lasses and cane sugar to produce 
liquor. 
Many stills captured in the south 


were of the old moonshine variety 
which were operating before there 
was a prohibition law.

for customers and make a practice 
of taking the side of the 
market 


opposite to the side taken by cus- 
tomers. 


The company was founded in 1858.

It has retired 
as a member of the stock •exchange 
clearing house and its open ac- 
counts have been taken over by 
Logan & Bryan.

Pedestrians Cause 


Accidents Running 


Into Automobiles 


Pedestrians are making a counter- 
attack on the automobile with fatal 
results, according to the bi-weekly 
accident summaxy of the Nebraska 
Press association 
In nine out of 


nineteen auto-pedestrian accidents 
during the two weeks ending July 1, 
pedestrians ran into autos.' 
This was but a small part of the 


170 automobile accidents reported in 
the state for the two weeks which 
caused injuring of 203 persons and 
death of twelve others. A total of 
44 accidental deaths were reported 
for the two weeks from all sources. 
Seven persons were arowned and 
two shot. The injured for the two 
weeks were 361. 


All motor vehicle deaths during 
the period were caused by highway 
accidents. Trucks were involved in 
accidents injuring twenty-eight per- 
sons and killing two others. An 
average of one accident a day was 
caused by h.t and run drivers. 


Citizenship for Dumb Animals 


Is Plan of Suffragist Leader 


(By Central Press). 


NEW YORK. N. Y.. July 10—A 


dog will soon be a citizen of the 
world. And so will a cat. They will 
be joined by the rest of the ani- 
mal kingdom, and In a few years 
will enjoy a normal, free and re- 
spectable life. Their rights will be 
respected and their cause will be 
defended even before the League of 
Nations, where they will have a 
separate bureau and then a plank. 


The idea is new and the plan is 


simple. There are, for example, 
dogs and cats which have riches. 
The money has been left for them 
by wealthy lovers of animals. 
Out 


of that money the country gets an 
income tax every year. Besides, the 
metical profession uses these help- 
less creatures for experimnts. They 
are thus made to suffer in silence. 


Square Deal for Animals. 


Meanwhile, is occurred to Mrs. 
Isabel Spelman Devereux of New 
Orleans, who is nationally known as 
a humanitarian champion and-suf- 
fragist leader, that others were get- 
tig a square deal. But the dumb 
animals were not. 


"In our own country," she says, 


"slaves were not citizens. Before 
August, 1920, women did not have 
equal rights with men. In fact, 
women then, were classed with, 
idiots, insane, foreigners and crim- 
inals. But they fought and won. 
This shows that a new idea meets 
with much opposition at first. 


"Let us come to the animals. How 


many know that animals are al- 
ready citizens? They have money 
and pay taxes as well. Women have 
left them large sums of money in 
our country. Some of them pay in- 
come taxes, too. Yet we treat them 
with cruelty. I believe that animals 
can qualify as citizens even under 
Webster's definition, which states 
that a citizen is an inhabitant of a 
city or town and a member of a 
state who owes allegiance to a state 
and is entitled to reciprocal protec- 
tion from it. 


"Now, here is another side of it. 


Rights in the old days were first 
granted to kings. Later, the nobles 
got theirs. Then, after that came 
the citizenship of the middle classes. 


Mrs. Isabel S. Devereux. 


Are the animals next In the order? 
We should go one step further in 
our civilized world: we should grant 
such rights to the dumb animals 
who inhabit the earth with us. 
They, too, should be allowed to be- 
come in a way citizens of the 
world "Would Interest League. 
The plans for the citizenship of 


animals will be carried to Europe 
where Mrs. Devereux and other 
American and European, leaders 
hope to establish a bureau for ani- 
mals at Geneva, near the League of 
Nations headquarters. They are also 
asking for a definite plank which 
will establish and recognize animal 
citizenship. Although the plan may 
find stiff opposition in the League 
of Nations, she said that they will 
stick by their guns until they at last 
turn the trick in favor of the dumb 
•animals. 


RETURN TO 9 MILL

school board. It had already com- 
pleted arrangements satisfctory to 
the Lincoln school district both as 
to bonding outstanding warrants. 
The board was opposed to blocking 
of annexation, as it would place the 
school district in an embarrassing 
situation.

CREEK CHANNEL 


TO BE WIDENED 


Improvements Designed 


Carry Off Flood 


Water*,. 


Completion of Program 


Expected To Take 


Five Years. 


Work will start early this fall on 


the widening and deepening of the 
Salt creek channel through Lincoln, 
W. G. Scott, engineer, and mem- 
bers of the board of trustees of San- 
itary District No. 1, announced 
Thursday. This is part of one of the 
major stages in development of the 
program of flood control for 
the 


city's industrial area. 


The pilot cut on the lower part of 
the stream from three miles west 
of Waverly has advanced to within 
2U miles from 
the 
Cornhusker 


highway. At that point the pilot cut 
will be replaced oy the improved 
channel designed to carry off waters 
as great as those which caused the 
severe flood of 1908. 


-Work on the pilot cut began April 


1. using a mammoth walking drag- 
line excavator which weighs 220 
tons. The cut, which is carving a 
deepened channel in the lower part 
of the stream was necessary before 
the upstream improvement could be 
made, according to engineers who 
prepared plans for the sanitary dis- 
trict for a permanent program de- 
signed to effect complete flood con- 
trol for tbe city. 
Engineers advised that the im- 


proved channel planned for Salt 
creek from the Cornhusker highway 
to Middle creek would be useless un- 
less the lower stream bed was cut 
down to permit it to carry heavy 
flood waters. This part of the work 


will be completed by September 1. 
Mr. Scott estimates. It is believed 
that funds in the sanitary district 
will permit the district to go ahead 
on completelon of the downstream 
cut with the improvements within 
the Lincoln city limits. 
The program calls for a 160-foot 


channel from the Cornhusker high- 
way to Little Salt creek, a 145-foot 
channel to the 
Junction of Salt 


creek and Oak creek, and a 112-foot 
channel from there to the junction 
of Salt creek and Middle creek. 
This program will probably take 


five 
years, 
according to W. C 
Frampton, trustee of the sanitary 
district. If engineer's estimates are 
correct, completion of the program 
will make all the low-lying lands in 
the Salt creek basis in Lincoln safe 
for 
industrial 
development. 
The 


pilot cut alone is expected to lower 
the flood level by three feet.

"Charley Pool's greatest disappointment 
In life did not come from his failure 
to be elected to congress from the sixth 
Nebraska district In 1918, or as secretary 
of state one of the times that he was 
unsuccessful, but rather from his failure 
to receive a piece of Mndy when a small 
boy. It was sixty years or more ago that 
Charley was staying on a farm down 
near Pawnee city, working lor hio board 
and an opportunity to attend school dur- 
ing the winter months. The Christmas 
period came. The farmer had several 
small children of his own, and In order 
tc bring them some of the Yuletide cheer 
he dispatched Cnarley to Pawnee City 
some two miles or more aaay, to gef 
some candj. 
Charley, then only a small 


boy himself, made the trip to town ano 
back 
ort foot, on that cold Christmas 
day Doubtless the temptation was great, 
on the way home with the precious pack- 
age, to take just one little piece from 
the sack But he was true to his trust 
and tne package was delivered, unopeneal 
And then came the great disappointment 
of his life.

"Perhaps taat experience pi Charley 
Pool's with the candy may have haa 
something to do with his attitude towards 
children in later life. For he invariably 
carried gum or candy in his pocket, and 
when he saw a little one on the street 
he snared the treat with him. But his 
consideration of enlldren was not con- 
fined to candy and chewing gum for dur- 
ing the holiday season or on their birth- 
days, he would remember them with dollar 
bills. 
Each Christmas period he would 
distribute from twenty-five to a hundred 
dollar bills to these little friends 
"Of worldly goods Charley Pool's sup- 
ply was perhaps limited wnen the final 
summons came to him last Saturday aft- 
ternoon. for he was too considerate cf 
his friends. If that were possible, to ac- 
cumulate much wealth. When the man 
came to him with a hard luck story—his 
life insurance premium may ha\e been 
due and he needed the money for just' a

NEW YORK, July 10—Marriage 
is a joy to some and a burden to 
others, but to J. J. McCormick, 
matrimony is merely the biggiest 
part of a day's work. 
During the ten years, Mr. Mc- 


Cormick has been deputy clerk of 
the New York City marriage license 
bureau, he has draped the legendary 
"ball and chain" over 250,000 men 
and women. 
Brides and grooms of all creeds, 
colors, religions, ages and tempera- 
ments have been united by this emo- 
tional, fat man who presides over 
the famous "nuptial altar" in the 
municipal building 
Considering the serious nature and 


usual permanence of these contracts, 
the binding process is completed at 
an amazing rate of speed. 
June, of course is the most fav- 
ored month. One hot Saturday no 
less than 112 couples were wed by 
the fast-working Mr. McCormick. 
The record for marriage licenses 
issued m a single dav is 216. 
Naturally the marriage clerk un- 
der such conditions has no tune to 
impart fatherly advice or caution 
the participants against quarreling 
over who will dry the dinner dishes. 
Clerk McCormick works so fast that 
the knot is tied before the dazed 
counle realize it. 


The license costs two dollars and 


an extra two-dollar bill pays for the 
ceremony itself. Some frugal couples 
seem to trunk this charge exorbi- 
tant. Others have to borrow from 
their witnesses to pay the moderate 
fee.The marriage license room is on 
a separate floor from the "altar." 
Here one enters and waits his or 
her turn with other couples. 


After the necessary data has been 


filled in, the blushing pair are led 
upstairs. Here there are more cou- 
ples waiting 
When your tusn 
comes, you are ushered into a small 
room decorated by two sickly look- 
ing palms. 
Here the impassive Mr McCor- 
mick says the necessary words. On 
very busy days he talks faster than 
Floyd Gibbons. Before the groom 
can answer the question of "whether 
he takes this woman for his lawful 
wedded wife?" the official is query- 
ing the bride on her willingness to 
be married then and there. 
McCormicy asks for the ring, has 
it slipped on the lady's linger, the 
proom is ordered to "kiss the bride," 
and the ritual has been solemnized. 
Newlyweds can pay McCormick 
something for his trouble or not, 
just as they choose. Most of them 
merely mumble "thanks" and stum- 
ble out into the sunshine to ponder 
over the rapidity with which they 
were wed "until death do ye part." 


INHERITANCE 
TAX 


OF $1,649 PAID ON 


NELSON ESTATE 


Another inheritance tax payment 


of $1,649 reached the treasury of 
Nebraska on Thursday, in the form 
of a check turned over. by State 
Tax Commissioner Scott, who re- 
ceived it from the administrator of 
the 
Nefe Nelson - estate in Clay 
county. This is the fourth contri- 
bution of the kind which has come 
into the state treasury since the 
passage of H. R. 319 during the 
1929 legislative session, taking ad- 
vantage of the federal law which 
allows a state to take 80 per cent 
of the tax that would otherwise be 
collected by the United States gov- 
ernment. 


Altogether about $21,000 has been 
realized under the new law in the 
first year of its operation 
- The gross valuation of the Nel- 
son holdings was $248,992. An ini- 
tial exemption of $100,000 is pro- 
vided for under the federal statute, 
and other deductions 
were made 
aggregating a little 
over $5,000. 
This left $143.708 as the taxable 
amount, on which the inheritance 
levy ranged from 1 to 3 per cent 
on specified portions. 
Out of the 
total 
tax of $2,811. 
Clay county gets $600, the state of 
Nebraska $1,649. and the 
United 
States $562. Shares of the state 
and county together are figured as 
80 per cent.

governor by a three-fifths vote of 
the members of the two houses was 
cited. 
In defense of the governor's ac- 


tion it was contended that the leg- 
islature should have passed each of 
the increases by a three-fifths vote. 


The Supreme court holds that so 


long as the bill as a whole Is passed 
by a three-fifths vote the require- 
ments of the constitution are satis- 
factorily complied with. 


Items Restored. 


The court's decision restores the 


following appropriations eliminated 
by the governor: 
For capital maintenance, $20,000; 


for a bureau of irrigation building 
at Bridgeport, $10,000; for purchase 
of land and construction of a fish 
hatchery at Alexandria, $10,000; for 
purchase of land adjoining 
the 


Chadron state park for a game pre- 
serve, $15,000; for university hospi- 
tal equipment, $40,000; for reservoir 
and pump at the penitentiary, $12,- 
000; 
for 
new manual training 


building at the school for the deaf 
at Omaha, $58,000. 


The following reductions are re- 
stored: 
Boys and Girls club building at 
fair 
grounds, $75,000; university 


maintenance, $145,000; new building 
at Beatrice home for feeble minded 
persons, $25,000; repairs at Geneva 
girls industrial school, $10,000; new 
administration building at Burkett 
soldiers home, $40,000^ repairs at 
Hastings state hospital, $10,000; new 
building at Norfolk state hos- 
pital, $25,000 


Of these items, all but the Alex- 
andria nursery and Chadron park 
items must come out of money 
raised by taxation. These two items 
totalling $25,000 would come out of 
the receipts from fishing and hunt- 
ing permit fees. 


May Not Establish Nursery. 
State Game Warden O'Connell, 
when questioned ,said there was 
nothing to compel the commission 
to make these expenditures, since 
the game and parks commission has 
full authority to determine how the 
money is to be spent. While the pre- 
serve at Chadron park may be pur- 
chased, it is not likely that a fish 
nursery, will be established at Alex- 
andria. The commission has made a 
survey of the proposed site and has 
found that it would cost the state 
about $600 for each acre of water 
that could be obtained. This cost is 
far in excess of many other sites 
available. 
The proposed site is an artesian 


well area and in order to build the 
lake two dikes would have to be 
constructed The cost of construc- 
tion and future maintenance would 
be too great, O'Cannell said. 
The legislature's appropriation for 


the 4-H cluo building at the fair 
grounds 
was 
$150,000. Governor 
Weaver reduced it to $75,000. Sec- 
retary George Jackson of the state 
fair board said the larger figure is 
needed to provide adequate facilities 
for the boys and girls clubs. For 
that reason construction plans have 
been delayed pending the .courts 
decision. It is probable he said, that 
plans will be prepared and con- 
tracts let so work can be started 
shortly after this year's fair. 
Regents Plan to Proceed. 


The university board of regents 
was in session Thursday morning 
and when informed of the courts 
decision immediately began laying 
plans for the use of the additional 
$185,000 which has become available. 
The maintenance fund which was 
reduced $145.000 is used f°r wages 
and salaries chiefly- The additional 
$40,000 for hospital equipment wffi 
permit the furnishing of four wards 
in the new hospital budding at 
Omaha which have not been avail- 
able for use since completion two 
years ago.

mer appropriation from $150,000 to

°°Now that "an additional $25,000 is 
available in each instance, Chair- 
man Westervelt of the board said 
the money will be used in enlarging 
the facilities and equipment and 
Tjossibly by changing to better ma- 
terials. Both the buildings .referred 
to are now under construction. 


'At Norfolk, we cut a wing off the 
plans for the new receiving hospital 
to keep the cost down to $100,000, 
as allowed by the governor," Mr.

Opinion By Eberlf 


In tha Supreme court's opinion, 


written by Justice Eberly, the fol- 
lowing rules were laid down regard- 
Ing the legal questions involved:

WHO IS THIS CHAP ' 


HUSTON? 


Half the country is asking who is this chap, 


Claudius Huston, around whose head rages the bit- 
terest political storm developing in the republican 
party in the last decade. 


He Is chairman of the republican national com- 


mittee by virtue of his selection by Herbert Hoover. 
But his sudden ascendency to power and authority in 
the party ranks remains much of a mystery for prior 
to 1928 Claudius Huston was little known to the 
"wheel horses" of the grand old organization. His 
connection with the last presidential campaign was 
more or less veiled, but after the battle of ballots waa 
over It became known that Huston was the master 
strategist who smashed the lines of the Solid South 
and placed the electoral votes of four traditional 
democratic states at the feet of his grateful chief- 
tain. How much Huston was responsible for some 
of the currents injected in the campaign in the South 
has never been divulged but the very natural result 
of his triumph was to make him a target for opposi- 
tion leaders, and to subject his record to careful 
scrutiny. 


It was not long before a senatorial investigation 


committee had him before it and wrung from his 
reluctant lips admissions of stock market and lob- 
by activities. Instantly he became the center of sharp 
criticism, not only from expected sources but also 
from within the ranks of his own party. The leaders 
and the press declared him an unfit man to head 
the republican national committee. Then Mr. Hus- 
ton, who had worked slyly and without noise In the 
campaign of 1928, was transformed into a roaring 
fighter. He bared his teeth and shouted for his ene- 
mies to come on. He defied them to remove him and 
declared he would not retire except upon request 
of the president himself. 


Huston was born in the grand old Hoosier state 


where they instruct the children in the gentle game 
of politics at the same time they teach them to 
walk. Back in 1916 Indiana likewise contributed an- 
^other-son to head the republican national committee 
who with rare genius healed the schism in republi- 
can ranks and pulled out a smashing victory in 1920. 
But as a young man Huston migrated to the South 
and established himself in Tennessee, where he first 
carved an extremely successful and brilliant business 
career and then diverted his attention to politics. 
He may or may not have been largely instrumental 
in weaning the border state from democracy to the 
extent that it occasionally elected republican gover- 
nors and congressmen but there was never a question 
of the effectiveness of his work in the campaign re- 
sulting In the election of Mr. Hoover. He achieved 
what had been regarded as an impossible task and 
forthwith was groomed as successor to the suave and 
sartorially elegant Dr. Work. 


It was Mr. Hoover's belief that the South^could be 


definitely retained for the republican party, which 
inspired the president to make his mistake in ap- 
pointing his close personal friend. Both the White 
House and Chairman Huston refused to believe that 
the victory in four states was the result of a bolt of 
Al Smith but were inclined to accept it as proof 
that ft transformation had taken place below the 
Mason and Dixon line, obliterating the old traditional 
lineup. In no other appointment has Mr. Hoover re- 
vealed his unfamilarity with American politics to a 
greater degree than in the selection of his friend. It 
was a stupid appointment, highly offensive to many 
of the republican leaders, and it would appear that 
Mr. Hoovers confidence and good will had been mis- 
placed. Had Huston a shred of delicacy for his own 
position, or regard for the man who rewarded him, 
he would resign. But he had turned a cold eye upon 
all suggestions, and with fall elections only a few 
months away, he has placed his party and his friend 
In an exceedingly embarrassing and critical situation. 


THE LICENSE FEE DECISION. 


It is unfortunate from the viewpoint of the gener- 


al public interest that the Nebraska supreme court, 
in passing upon the controverted fee provisions of 
the state drivers* license lav. adopted the theory that 
when new legislation js enacted which adds to the 
duties of a public official he is entitled to extra pay 
for such additional service. 


la doing this the court seems to have given more 


consideration to the officeholders than to the srate, 
the county, or the citizens who have paid the fees. 
3t rejected the idea that county treasurers should. 
as part of their regular routine work, receive applica- 
tions and issue drivers' licenses without demanding 
and obtaining a special gratuity, and affirmed their 
right to collect tribute from 
the people out of*all 


proportion to the small amount of labor involved. 


In Lancaster county the treasurer gets a bonus of 


$10,000. more or Jess, as the result of the >»%h bench 
pronouncement. He has paid $3,000 of this to his 
extra help and wfll tsep the other $7,000, which is 
equivalent to more than two years* salary. In this 
connection, it should be said to Hie credit of Treas- 
urer AJbers that he put aside his claimed share o* 
the fee receipts in a special fund while the matter 
was m litigation end drew upon that fund to pay the 
clerks who Tere employed t* handle drivers' licenses, 
instead of charging their salaries against the coun- 
ty's share as might nave been done under the legal 
opinion of the attorney general and was done in a 
number of other counties. 


It was, of course, doe to the iaflaence of county 


treasurers in the 1929 legislative session that the pro- 


viso was Inserted in the law permitting them to re- 
tain one-third of each fee of 75 cents collected, the 
object being to provide additional personal revenue 
for these officials, over and 
above their salaries. 


This clause has enabled them to appropriate for 
themselves an amount equal to what the state will 
realize for the purposes of administering the law, 
patrolling the highways, and taking steps to deprive, 
careless and negligent drivers of their permits. 


There is something radically wrong, with any kind 


el legislation which, supposedly intended to promote 
the safety of the people, hands over as a free gift to 
favored persons the sum of $200,000 or upward, as this 
law has done. That such a provision was allowed to 
be placed in it is a monument to the negligence of 
legislators in failing to protect the citizenship of Ne- 
braska from unjust exploitation. 


What moral or practical justification can be ad- 


vanced for making a free gift of $7,000 to, the treas- 
urer of Lancaster county, $18,000 or $20,000 to the 
treasurer of Douglas county and proportionate sums 
to other county treasurers of Nebraska? 


These men and women were elected to the offices 


they hold to perform all duties incident to the collec- 
tion, handling, and disbursement or public funds. 
m*heir salaries for looking after these things are fixed 
by law. The mere fact that the legislature placed in 
their hands the collection of one additional item was 
no reason for granting more compensation. 


It is true that county treasurers are allowed a 


small percentage of added compensation for collect- 
ing tax moneys and miscellaneous revenues of school 
districts and other subdivisions, as well as for the 
state itself; but these commissions go into the gen- 
eral receipts of the county treasury and are not kept 
by the treasurers themselves; hence, this practice af- 
fords no precedent for the extreme liberality shown 
them in the drivers' license law. 


The $200,000 which goes to county treasurers per- 


sonally under the Supreme court's decision comes out 
of the pockets of Nebraska's motor vehicle users. It 
might better have been left there by making the 
fee 50 cents instead of 75 cents. 


EUROPEAN UNITY. 


Fascist Italy, confident of its unity and independ- 


ence, seems t-j be mure rational on the subject of in- 
ternational relations than her supposedly more pow- 
erful French neighbor. Briand failed to invite Rus- 
sia and Turkey into his "United States of Europe," 
but Italy demands that the success of such a project 
depends upon, inclusion of all European nations. 
, Mussolini's government argues with some force that 
the exclusion of two such important nations in any 
Pan-European scheme frustrates its aim by creating 
antagonism on the continent at once. 


France 
probably fears the red specter and the 


Moslem crescent, but her fright reflects a condition 
of internal instability. The red revolution once 
threatened Italy, but Mussolini has removed that 
scare by giving to his people an ordered, disciplined 
life. We of more democratic .heritages do not care 
for the 'dictatorial nature of his regime. But we can- 
not dispute his success in stabilizing industry and em- 
ployment, elevating education, and reassuring reli- 
gion. The majority of his people no longer feel 
economic and spiritual anxiety. 


With such a background, no nation need fear the 


aggression of what it deems to be foreign and dan- 
gerous thought. If France, and for that matter all 
nations, would spend more time on the needs of the 
citizenship, international relations might assume the 
character of practical idealism instead of the- sham 
which seems to mark every conference. 


WHY IS A GRAND JURY. 


A number of individuals charged with more or less 


serious offenses against the federal police statutes 
are taken before a United States commissioner and 
are bound over to await the action of the grand jury, 
which does not convene until some time next fall In 
the meantime the alleged offenders are incarcerated 
in the county jail. Which situation brings up the 
query: Why is a grand jury? And why must a true 
bill or indictment be returned by such inquisitorial 
body before one charged with an offense can be 
brought to trial? 


Of course the grand jury has been all but abol- 


ished in the state courts of Nebraska and is seldom 
called unless some county attorney desires to have 
charges brought against someone and does not care 
to father them himself. Then the judges "are asked 
to call a grand jury and may do so. Under ordinary 
circumstances the county attorney files a complaint 
and. if the examining magistrate finds that the of- 
fense charged has been committed and there is prob- 
able cause for believing the accused is the one who 
committed it, the latter is held for trial and the coun- 
ty attorney files an information in District court, 
this serving "in lieu of an indictment. 


In the Federal court, however, the grand jury 


system prevails, as it does in many state jurisdictions. 
There is no more excuse for it than there is the 
state courts of Nebraska. It is antiquated, archaic 
and a relic of the dark ages, dating back to the earli- 
est days of English jurisprudence. At that time, 
when charges were brought by royalty or by repre- 
sentatives of the crown, the people demanded some 
protection from persecution by those in positions of 
power and'authority, so at the beginning of every 
term of court It was arranged that there should be a 
body to carry on a grand inquisition. 


To these grand inquisitors were referred all of the 


charges to ~^e brought against citizens at that term, 
and if the inquisitors found that the prosecution had 
enough evidence to make out a prima facie case, a 
true bill was returned and the prosecution might 
proceed. In this day and age, and especially in this 
country, there is no necessity for such extra inquisi- 
tion, and there is no valid reason why it should not 
be abolished in the federal and all state courts, just 
as it has been in Nebraska. 
x- 


There is much of unfairness in the grand jury-sys- 


tem, for its hearings are all one-sided. Only the 
prosecution has opportunity to present evidence, and 
the consequence is that many men are indicted who 
would not be if they had opportunity to present their 
defense, and who are acquitted when they are later 
brought to trial These, however,' must bear the 
stigma of having been indicted, and to many, this 
indicates guilt 


Conditions which made the grand jury a desirable 


institution no longer exist, so it should be abolished. 
There is absolutely oo valid excuse for its continu- 
ance. 


IN THE SICK ROOM. 


These days of torrid heat and sizzling temperatures 


are sufficiently trying and discomforting to those of 
us in perfect health'but their real burden falls upon 
those who are sick. With the thermometer well over 
100. the sufferer either in hospital or home has the 
heat to fight as well as disease. 


Yet the application of electricity has done much 


to eliminate the-conditions which made sickness tn 
the heated months of summer nearly unbearable. The 
use of electric fans is general in all hospitals. In one 
sack room in Lincoln Wednesday, with the mercury 
at 104, the temperature was reduced several degrees 
merely by allowing the fan to blow over a cake of ice. 


Before many years we may reasonably expect that 


artificial methods of air cooling win prevail in all 
hospitals. In time every modern home will have its 
own srstcm so that regardless of temperatures out- 
side, the attaospheTe •within •sriH be cool and stimu- 
lating. Until then such a heat wave as has settled 
upon the Middle West during the last weeS wiU in- 
tensify the suffering of ths unfortunate sick.

Farfces Cadman, of the Federated Council of Churches of Christ In Amer- 
ica. Dr. Cadman seeks to answer Inquiries that appear to be representative 
of the trends of thought In the many letters which he receives. 


QUESTION. 


Sefingrove, Pa. 


I am a scientist and a lover of 


nature, for through nature I find 
God. In my studies in botany, biol- 
ogy and astronomy, I realize the 
truth of the theory of evolution. 1 
am convinced that Darwin, DeVries 
and the other, revolutionists 
were 


right? It is for me the greatest law 
in nature. 


I am also a Christian and have 
met many clergymen who openly 
confessed they are evolutionists. But 
now and again I come across an 
old-fashioned clergyman who de- 
nounces evolution as a "work of the 
devil," and evolutionists as "athe- 
ists." To my mind the Bible is true 
and so is evolution, and I maintain 
they do not and cannot oppose each 
other. 


What do you say? 


ANSWER. 


Evolution is a theory applied in 
the first instance to biology and 
later to nearly all realms of life. As 
such it must be judged by its ability 
tq explain the known facts those 
realms present. It does not explain 
'the cause, but it does measurably 
exnlam the methods of creation. 
The pith of this contention is not 
the attitude of liberal or orthodox 
scientists and clergymen. It is solely 
what is demonstrable and what is 
notj» 
Mefore Darwin advanced his pre- 
dominant idea of a progressive de- 
velopment 
inherent 
in 
Nature, 
scientists and clergymen united in 
their interpretation of Nallire as 
based upon the theory of creation 
set forth in the Book of Genesis. 
But that interpretation did not ac- 
count for the immense number of 
varieties of organic life nor for the 
accumulating 
evidence of the 
strata of the earth. Since then it 
has been abandoned under pres- 
sure. The Roman Catholic churcb 
allows her teachers to instruct their 
pupils in evolution as a theory, and 
it is commonly accepted in many 
learned circles of Protestantism, 
both lay and clerical. 
Immediate 
creation 
savors of 
magic. The slow, sure growth of 
creation crowned by man is a ma- 
jestic concept, and one consistent 
with the general tenor of Holy Writ, 
and also with what we observe in 
the diversified spheres of life and 
matter. The major truth for which 
the conservative brethren you criti- 
cise contend is the actual pre-exis- 
tence and limitless power and wis- 
dom of the Creator. This original 
truth is in no way impaired bv be- 
lief in evolution as God's chosen 
method. Yet even" that theory does 
not satisfactorily accouiit for the 
presence in man of those spiritual 
qualities which no material sources 
can supply. 
Your experience of direct access 
to God is shared by many leading 
scholars .and scientists who find full 
proof of the glory of His Being 


through His self-expression in the 
visible universe. So die! St. Paul 
and so may we all. Do not despair 
of our fundamentalist brethren, nor 
judge them by their abuse alone. 
They know and love Christ, and 
their zeal for His kingdom inspires 
their resistance to the theory of 
evolution. 


QUESTION.

Do you still favor prohibition? 


ANSWER. 
I still believe,, as Mr. Lawrence F. 


Abbott has wisely suggested that the 
world-wide conflict against intoxi- 
cating drinks must end in the social 
limitaiton of alcohol as a drug to 
be used only under medical advice. 
His letter in the New York Herald 
Tribune for March 16, 1930, was a 
sane and constructive treatment of 
the issue, and one doubly welcome, 
because of the sound and fury 
which frequently confuse the ques- 
tion. 
I am not competent to judge the 
legal niceties which prohibition has 
evoked from the "wets." But we as 
laymen do not forget that the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment was adopted by 
forty-six of the forty-eight states, 
and by a larger vote in the con- 
gressional 
and state legislatures 
than has ever been given to any 
other amendment to the federal 
constitution. 
The plea that the police powers 


of the Volstead act are not enforced 
is irrelevant. Which among the 
countless, bad or indifferent laws 
and enactments that clutter up 
our statutory codes is adequately 
enforced? The further plea that 
personal preference dete r m i n e s 
obedience to law deserves general 
condemnation as subversive of pub- 
lic order and of the integrity of the 
state. 
The demand that the churches 
shall be silent upon this matter, 
since it is now highly political and 
controversial, cannot be satisfied 
unless the churches surrender the 
crown rights of their faith. Bishon 
Francis John McConnell justly con- 
tends that whatever "hurts the fun- 
damental welfare of' the child, the 
home or society is a concern of the 
church, and no amount of sophistry 
will prevent them from stating their 
minds and conscience on the matter. 
Further, no state can generate the 
ethics essential to its moral preser- 
vation. Human society is dependent 
upon superior moral control if it is 
not to encounter disaster. The men 
who now excoriate the churches for 
their stand on prohibition would be 
the first to invoke their aid if dire 
calamity threatened our national ex- 
istence. Their attitude toward or- 
ganized 
religion is 
inconsistent. 
They clamor for ecclesiastical sup- 
port when it suits their prejudices 
and denounce it when it opposes 
them.

No. you're not one of those whom 
dieting won't reduce, Mrs. S., for 
there ain't no such animal, 
There may be several reasons for 
your slight loss and subsequent 
gain: First, the scales may have 
been wrong. Second, did you weigh 
without clothes each time? And if 
you didn't, did you have on Use 
same weight clothes and weigh at 
th same time of day in relation to 
eating and elimination? 
Third, if 
the scales -were right and you ob- 
served the otlser precautions, then 
your result Tsas due to the -water 
balance factor. You must have lost 
more than you registered, in actual 
lat: but for some reason your tis- 
sues held on to the water <tney 
needed it or they wouldn't have re- 
tained it 
Now. had you continued 
your dieting, you. would have found 
that you •would nave bad a good 
loss, for this excess water would 
have been fgiminated. It will some- 
times be a •week or longer before 
the tissues are rid of the excess wa- 
ter, so don't be discouraged by this.

English Stage Censorship. 


(New York Times.) 


News that the Lord Chamber- 
lain has refused to grant a license 
for a public performance of "The 
Green Pastures" in England will 
cause surprise here. Yet perhaps 
it should not. Although most re- 
views of the printed form of the 
play were enthusiastic in the Brit- 
ish press, a difficulty in the way of 
presentation was seen from the 
first. 
This lay not only in the 


religious ideas of untutored Ne- 
groes, but in the form and lan- 
guage of their expression by the 
playwright. There are two funda- 
mental verbotens in the rules of 
English theatrical censorship. One 
is that the royal family must never 
be attacked. 
The other is that 
nothing which may be thought 
blasphemous can be permitted. One 
can imagine the Lord Chamberlain 
reading "Gangway for the 
Lord 
God Jehovah," or, later on, "This 
being God is not a bed of roses,'' 
shaking his head in sorrowful as- 
tonishment and 
exclaiming: "It 
isn't done you know." 


Of course, there is such a thing 
as a censor's eye and ear being too 
sensitive about blasphemy. Where 
none is intended, none need be at- 
tributed- If the Lord Chamberlain 


had seen the 
production of "The 
Green Pastures" in New York, and 
had noticed the entire simplicity, 
and sincerity with which the play 
was given, every temptation to in- 
troduce burlesque or a touch of 
ribaldry being resisted, he might 
have formed a different judgment 
of its attitude toward religion. Be- 
ing, in essence, a Negro miracle- 
play, as if dating from the Middle 
Ages, it seems not a little absurd to 
apply modern and realistic stand- 
ards to "The Green Pastures." Yet 
if it had been allowed production 
in England, it could scarcely have 
scored so great a success there as 
it has here. For one thing, it would 
have been hard to get together in 
London a company of Negro men 
and women 
and 
children 
who 


could have played so "straight," 
and with such perfect decorum, as 
does the New York cast. 


When the new Shakespeare Thea- 
ter is opened in London, it is to be 
hoped that the Lord Chamberlain 
will not order the passage stricken 
out which tells of the way in which 
the 
dying Falstaff 
"babbled o' 


green fields."

forces, 
backed by Cyrus Eaton, Cleveland 
capitalist, contends he engineered 
the sale of Youngstown because of

• Attorney Luther Day of Cleveland, 
chief counsel for the anti-merger 
group, asked Dalton three times if 
the Bethlehem money was used 
through Pickands, Mather & Co., 
for the purchase of stock.

ESCAPE DISASTER 


Fumes Spread So Quick- 
ly That Men Have Little 


Chance to Flee. 


NEURODE, Germany, Julv 10— 


(!Pi—At least 144 persons lost their 
lives yesterday in an explosion at 
the Wenceslaus mine. Eighty-one 
bodies have been recovered, most of 
them burned badly. No hope is held 
for those remaining in the shaft 


The explosion in the mine occur- 


red when a large gas pocket was 
suddenly tapped during blasting 
late yesterday 
The fumes spread 


through the shafts so quickly that 
there was little chance for anyone 
to escape.Rescuers Overcome. 
Rescue work proved increasingly 
hazardous and finally was aban- 
doned at about midnight after a 
number of the crew, fitted wis gas 
masks, had been overcome or in- 
jured. 
It was possible to save only forty- 


nine persons of the 193 in the mine 
before breaking off the rescue work. 
All of these, although badly burned, 
are expected to recover. 
The disaster took both men and 


officials completely off their guard 
in view of the periodical gas survey 
having been completed only Sunday.. 


Worst Disaster In Years. 


It was by far the greatest mine 
disaster Germany has known in 
years. 
In 1912, 117 died in the 


Bochum mine disaster, and in 1925 
the death toll in the Dortmund mine 
reached 135. 
Rescuers found the dead miners 
still with tools in their hands, wagon 
•men beside their wagons, and the 
electromotive 
controls.

Three years ago a similar explo- 


sion in the Wenceslaus mine took 
seven lives. That explosion earned 
the shaft a reputation as "unlucky" 
among the miners of Silesia.

Some Kicks Unjustified.

In oaly one case has there been 
a complaint that water was not 
available either in basements or the 
first floors of homes. Some of the 
"kicks." Mr. Schroeder added, are 
unjustified." "as I know positively 
that there are many homes in Lin- 
coln where the service pipe running 
from the main to the house is far 
too small to carry enough water to 
supply the number of taps that it 
must feed* 


"It is absolutely useless to razz 
water deoartment officials or em- 
ployes." Mr. Schroeder says. "They 
are doinc everything in their power 
to pet the water to the consumer. 
If those livine in the lower sec- 
tions of the citv will not make an 
effort to help those in the higher 
districts, "then more drastic action 
will havc to be taken."

The council 
acted in both cases in strict ac- 
cordance with the law, and could 
not do other than it did in either 
case. 
"He furthermore says that ihe 
gas company publicly states that 
it can furish gas at 70c, while the 
council is permitting it to charge 
one dollar. What the gas company 
actually said to the council and 
the public, was that one dollar per

ASK REHEARING 


Would Again Argue The 


Appropriation For 
Bank Depositors. » 


A rehearing in the suit involving 


the validity of the $260,000 appro- 
priation for relief of depositors in 
failed state banks operated by the 
guaranty fund commission is to be 
asked by Attorney General Soren- 
sen. 


The Supreme court, Wednesday 


ruled that the appropriation was in 
violation of both the state and fed- 
eral constitutions. In the motion for 
rehearing, that tribunal will be 
asked in particular to eliminate 
from its-decision that part referring 
to the federal constitution. 


Such reference, Sorensen fears, 


will prove an obstacle to the adop- 
tion of the proposed amendment to 
the state constitution intended to 
permit the appropriation of $8,000,- 
000 for the relief of depositors. 


Sorensen asserted Thursday that 
in his opinion it should not be as- 
sumed that the $8,000,000 appropri- 
ation is unconstitutional before it is 
ruled upon by the United States 
Supreme court. 


In his opinion it is still an open 
question as'to whether it would be 
effected by the federal charter. 
"If such an appropriation by this 
state is in violation of the federal 
constitution then appropriations by 
congress for the relief of individuals 
such as Missies-mi flood victims, 
par veterans and others come un- 
der the same classification. Con- 
gress appropriates public funds for 
>rivate purposes," he argues. •

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 10—Just as the immortal 


little Corsican once stood upon the shores of Normandy and 
looked with speculative gaze westward toward the only 
world as yet unconquered, so stood another squat but mighty 
little man this morning. He stood upon the eminence of the 
first tee and he looked not upon the unrest of the stormy 
channel, but out over a sea of rolling, billowing fairways 
toward the seventy-second and final hole of the national 
open golf championship and the* goal of his heart's desire. 


Faces Supreme Test.

Bobby Jones, the sorcerer of golf, 


was face to face with the great 
Issues of his life. Unlike the1 first 
Napoleon, he had subdued England 
not once, but twice, in its amateur 
and open championships, and now, 
having conquered all else, he was 
back home attempting to reconquer 
his own He was more than defend- 
ing the title that was his. This 
would have been a negative, defen- 
sive role, whereas his was to be the 
conscious aggression of the man who 
seeks world dominion. 


Jones was to prove, starting with 
the 18-hole rounds today and to- 
morrow and ending with the final 
36 holes Saturday, whether his golf 
was supernatural and beyond .the 
influence of human events or the 
subject of whims and vagaries, just 
like other institutions of this world. 


Victory Means Monopoly. 


Victory for Jones on Saturday 


would mean a virtual monopoly on 
competitive golf the world over. 
Winner in May of the British ama- 
teur championship and winner in 
June of the British open for the 
third time, July finds him ready to 
parlay his winnings right into the 
American open title and the highest 
honor within the gift of the sport. 
No man ever has held this trinity 
of major titles in one and the same 
year. But Jones will begin trying 
today and, when Jones tries, the 
rest of them often find that there 
is little to be done about it. 


This time, a field of 147 golfers, 


most of them the greatest profes- 
sionals in the world, doubtless' is 
prepared to die in its own blood, 
rather than have this mazing ama- 
teur make further show of its in- 
aptitude. 


Prepared To Do Or Die 


Not a quiescent, submissive field, 
this one. Indeed, it gives every ap- 
pearance of being a grimly desperate 
one and so, with Walter Hagen, 
Gene Sarazen, Leo Diegel, Horton 
Smith and Johnny Farrell as its 
spokesmen, it will endeavor to de- 
liver an ultimatum to this unfeel- 
ing amateur that will act both as 
a solace to its vanity and a rebuke 
to himself.
